After consulting numerous financial advisors over the past year or 
even year and half, the ones that | haven’t documented. My 
personal suggestions would be: 


A. Maintaining my donor advised fund at the community 
foundation, with the managing the fund and necessary 
investments, | would try to find financial advisors who specialize 
in donor advised funds or charitable giving for advisory 
purposes only, not for them to manage it. 


2) | would look more into more individual assets for my 
philanthropy goals, as well more general purposes, including my 
personal financial benefit. Some of the assets and accounts | may 
want to consider would be money market funds and money 
market accounts. This way | would have a cash reserve. | would 
highly recommend money market funds, so that way | can 
schedule a time to Sell it, vs withdrawing the funds from a money 
market account. One condition would be the money market fund, | 
need $1 minimum, to invest. 


3)Lastly | would see if the financial institutions could make 
payments to third parties, so that | can request third party cashier 
checks, or have a charity beneficiary.
